Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  Skelmersdale  during  the  year  1964. 

The  health  of  the  district  remained  good  throughout  the  year. 
Only  nine  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified,  of  which  eight 
cases  were  of  measles. 

The  birth  rate  again  showed  a  small  increase  at  19  per  1,000 
population,  compared  v/ith  18,6  last  year,  whilst  there  was  only  one 
infant  death  under  one  year,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  only 
8.5  per  1,000  live  births. 

The  general  death  rate,  however,  showed  an  increase  at  15,6 
per  1,000  population,  compared  with  12.9  in  1963,  There  were  again 
no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year. 

Housing  conditions  continue  to  improve  and  further  progress 
was  made  with  slum  clearance.  107  new  houses  were  completed 
during  the  year,  of  which  36  were  built  by  the  local  authority.  17 
houses  were  demolished  as  unfit  for  human  habitation  under  the 
Housing  Act,  whilst  a  further  39  were  awaiting  demolition.  In 
addition,  some  300  houses  were  found  to  be  unfit,  but  capable  of 
being  rendered  fit. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  maintained  his  high  standard  of 
work,  in  spite  of  continual  increases.  He  made  1,429  visits  to  inspect 
houses  under  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts,  and  443  other 
visits.  As  a  result,  408  nuisances  were  found  and  391  abated. 

Finally,  I  would  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  * 
Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  support  during  the  year  and 
the  staff  for  their  ready  help  and  co-operation  at  all  times,

Births 

There  were  1 1 7  births  registered  in  the  Urban  District 
during  the  year,  of  which  57  were  male  and  60  female  and  including 
3  illegitimate  births,  of  which  2  were  male  and  1  female.  The  ad¬ 
justed  birth  rate  per  1,000  population  (mid- 1964)  (comparability 
factor  1.04)  was  19.0  compared  with  18.6  in  1963. 


Deaths 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  Urban  District 
during  the  year  was  80,  of  this  number  47  were  male  and  33  female. 
This  was  an  increase  of  14  on  the  figure  for  1963.  The  crude  death 
rate  for  the  year  was  12.5  per  1,000  population.  The  adjusted  death 
rate  (comparability  factor  1.25)  was  15.6  per  1,000  population  com¬ 
pared  with  12.9  in  1963. 


Infant  Mortality 

There  were  no  deaths  during  the  year  due  to  Zymotic  or 
Epidemic  diseases.  There  was  1  death  of  an  infant  under  1  year, 
an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  8.5  per  1,000  live  births.

No  maternal  deaths  occurred  in  the  district  during  the  year.

Pathological  specimens  of  a  simple  nature,  throat  swabs,  etc.,  are 
sent  for  examination  to  the  EiM.S.  Pathological  Laboratory  at  the 
Ormskirk  and  District  General  Hospital.  All  other  specimens  are 
sent  to  the  City  Laboratories,  Liverpool. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

Ambulance  Services  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  under 
the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres 

A  Congregational  Schoolroom  in  Witham  Road  is  utilised  every 
Wednesday  morning  as  a  Clinic  Welfare  Centre  and  Minor  Ailments 
Clinic,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  T.  M.  C.  Lindsay  and  Nurses  J. 
Nicholson  and  D.  Vose  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council.  An 
Immunisation  Clinic  is  held  on  the  fourth  Wednesday  afternoon  in 
each  month  at  1-45  p.m.  on  the  same  premises  by  Dr.  Lindsay.  A 
chiropody  clinic  is  held  each  Friday  and  is  a  free  service  for  old  aged 
pensioners. 


Hospitals 

There  are  no  hospitals  in  the  town. 

The  Ormskirk  and  District  General  Hospital  and  the  Wigan 
Hospitals  provide  ample  accommodation  for  all  patients  from  Skel- 
mersdale.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Water  Supply 

The  township  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  West  Lancashire 
Water  Board. 

Water  is  pumped  from  two  boreholes  somie  750  feet  deep  at 
Scarth  Hill  into  the  adjoining  water  tower  from  which  it  gravitates 
through  a  7  in.  main  to  the  district.  This  pumping  station  formerly 
belonged  to  the  Council  who  sold  it  to  the  Southport  and  District 
Water  Board  in  1907.  The  West  Lancashire  Water  Board  have 
become  responsible  for  both  supply  and  distribution.  Many  lengths 
of  old  mains  have  been  renewed.  The  water  supply  is  of  the  highest 
standard  of  organic  and  bacterial  purity. 
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Due  to  the  Council’s  post  war  building  programme  and  modernis¬ 
ation  of  existing  old  houses,  the  pressure  in  the  higher  parts  of  the 
town  is  poor  at  certain  periods  of  the  week,  but  the  position  has  im¬ 
proved  since  the  installation  of  a  booster  pump  on  the  7  in.  supply 
mains. 


Sewage  Disposal 

The  district  is  sewered  on  the  partly  separate  system.  The 
sewage  from  approximately  2,000  houses  is  discharged  by  gravity 
through  a  24  in.  outfall  sewer  at  the  Council’s  Berry  Street  Disposal 
Works,  and  that  from  approximately  350  houses,  by  a  1  5  in.  outfall 
sewer  at  the  Pennylands  Works. 

Sewage  from  a  small  number  of  houses  in  the  Stormy  Area  is 
discharged  into  settling  tanks  at  the  rear  of  Summer  Street. 

The  sewage  at  Berry  Street  is  treated  by  settlement  and  land 
irrigation,  and  is  in  urgent  need  of  modernisation. 

The  sewage  at  Pennyland  is  treated  by  sedimentation  and  filtra- 
rion  and  considerable  improvement  has  been  made  in  the  quality  of 
the  effluent. 

Additional  temporary  sewage  disposal  plants  have  been  provided 
to  serve  the  first  phase  of  the  New  Town  composing  600  houses  and 
also  to  serve  the  Gillibrands  Industrial  Estate.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT  FOR  1964 


The  occupation  of  the  first  houses  in  the  New  Town  during 
December,  1964,  and  the  erection  of  new  factories  on  the  Gillibrands 
site  opens  up  a  new  phase  for  Skelmersdale.  This  is  indeed  a  bright 
future  if  one  refers  to  the  Merseyside  Plan  of  1944  prepared  by  Mr. 
F,  Longstreth  Thompson  in  consultation  with  a  Technical  Comimittee 
at  the  request  of  the  then  Minister  of  Town  and  Country  Planning. 
In  discussing  Skelmersdale  the  report  stated  “Coal  pits  were  opened 
round  about  1870.  There  was  a  sudden  demand  for  houses  which  was 
met  by  the  erection  of  many  terraces  of  two-roomed  cottages  to  a  very 
low  standard  of  building.” 

The  Skelmersdale  Development  Corporation  are  building  a  New 
Town  to  a  high  standard  of  building  and  the  Skelmersdale  Urban 
District  Council  have  agreed  with  the  Corporation  to  integrate  the  old 
Town  with  it.  The  younger  generation  in  Skelmersdale  have  a 
bright  prospect  both  from  a  housing  and  employment  point  of  view 
and  I  feel  sure  that  the  older  generation  will,  in  some  10-15  years 
time,  when  they  see  the  old  town  merged  with  the  new  be  glad  that 
the  old  town  was  redeveloped  so  that  it  would  not  suffer  in  com¬ 
parison  with  the  new. 


HOUSING

This  involved  the 
clearance  of  the  whole  of  Rigby  Street.  The  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  confirmed  the  Council’s  first 
Compulsory  Purchase  Order  (Union  Street/Penny  Street)  af¬ 
fecting  39  houses  during  the  year.

HAWKERS  OF  FOOD 

The  erection  of  the  first  phase  of  the  New  Town  commenced 
during  1964  and  the  inspection  of  hawkers  vehicles  was  stepped  up 
during  the  year  in  an  endeavour  to  maintain  a  good  standard  with 
which  any  new  hawkers  will  be  expected  to  comply  prior  to  their 
registration. 

ICE  CREAM 

There  are  now  29  registered  premises  for  the  storage  and  sale 
of  ice  cream. 

All  retailers  maintained  their  premises  in  a  satisfactory  condition 
during  the  year  and  each  have  satisfactory  washing  facilities  including 
a  constant  supply  of  hot  water. 

Six  ice  cream  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examin¬ 
ation  and  all  were  reported  satisfactory. 
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RODENT  CONTROL 

Routine  inspections  tor  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  were 
carried  out  by  the  Rodent  Operator.  Private  premises  were  treated 
free  of  cost  and  a  charge  made  for  the  business  premises.  No  major 
infestations  were  discovered.  Maintenance  treatments  for  the  de¬ 
struction  of  rats  in  sewers  were  carried  out  and  there  was  no  evi¬ 
dence  of  serious  infestation. 

Attention  was  also  paid  to  the  Council’s  Sewage  Works  and  Re¬ 
fuse  Tips. 

A  close  watch  has  also  been  kept  on  the  fencing  of  ricks  during 
the  threshing  on  farms  in  the  period  November-March  each  year. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

This  service  is  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspector.  The  Gibson  Pendulum  27  cubic  yard  compression 
freighter  is  of  sufficient  capacity  to  require  only  two  trips  per  day  to 
the  tip  and  has  offset  the  disadvantage  of  having  to  travel  three 
miles  to  the  new  tip  outside  the  Council’s  Area. 

The  paper  sack  system  of  refuse  collection  has  been  introduced 
and  has  been  received  favourably  by  the  first  residents  of  the  New 
Town. 


SHOPS 

There  are  97  shops  on  the  register  and  193  visits  were  made 
during  the  year. 

Duties  under  the  Shops  Act,  1950,  relating  to  the  employment 
of  young  persons  and  welfare  facilities  were  carried  out  on  behalf 
of  the  County  Council. 


SCHOOLS 

The  school  kitchens,  dinner  service  rooms  and  sanitary  accom¬ 
modation  at  each  of  the  five  schools  have  been  inspected. 

The  facilities  at  the  County  Secondary  School  are  excellent  and 
have  been  considerably  improved  at  the  other  schools. 

Defects  found  have  been  reported  to  the  Education  Authority 
and  have  been  rectified. 

All  schools  have  now  been  provided  with  a  constant  supply  of 
hot  water  to  the  wash-hand  basins. 

One  of  the  schools  still  possesses  the  cement  rendered  urinals 
without  means  of  flushing.  They  are  a  constant  source  of  nuisance. 
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FACTORIES 

Routine  visits  have  been  made  to  the  factories  in  the  district  and 
any  defects  found  have  been  remedied. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

A  number  fof  visits  have  been  made  to  the  four  factories  with 
boiler  houses  in  the  district.  Smoke  emission  has  been  reduced  to 
the  permissible  minimum. 

The  erection  of  new  factories  on  the  Gillibrands  site  has  involved 
the  fixing  of  chimney  heights  by  the  Urban  District  Council  to  en¬ 
sure  that  the  ground  level  concentration  of  sulphur  dioxide  gas  in 
the  vicinity  is  kept  to  a  level  well  below  that  considered  injurious  to 
health.
